New O rleans, Aug. IO.—Public In ter­ 
est In the general yellow fever situation 
has Buffered a tem p o rary eclipse In the 
unexpected death of A rchbishop C ha­ 
p el^, the m oat distinguished victim of 
the discase. 
A lthough the venerable 
prelate was a subject of scientific tre a t­ 
m ent and had the m ost assiduous a tte n ­ 
tion, h it physique alw ays counted h e av ­ 
ily a* d u st him in the opinion of both 
the laity and the physicians, while his 
fatigued condition on his re tu rn from a 
p articularly irksom e trip through the 
co u n tr. also w as ag ain st him. 
H is 
death, therefore, while generally de­ 
plored, was not considered to negative 
the opinion of th e m edical fratern ity 
th a t w ith good care and proper tre a t­ 
m ent the m ortality is unlikely to be 
heavy during the p resen t visitation. 
W hat has been considered rem arkable 
Is th at the archbishop could have con­ 
tracted the disease here so quickly a f t­ 
er hts arriv al, though he had spent 
m any of the la tter y ears of his life In 
C uba and P o rta Rico, in both countries 
the disease being leilfSemlc, 
w ithout 
having contracted it. 
Among the scientific m en there Is I 
little dcubt th a t the archbishop fell a 
victim to a m osquito during a brief 
visit he paid to the old archbishopric on 
C hartres street, 
or 
from 
an Insect 
w hich found Its w ay into his residence 
In Esplonade avenue, w hich Is not far 
from the territo ry affected. 
A rchbishop Placlde Louis C h ap p ie 
w as a native of M ende, France, w here 
he w as born on Aug. 2?, 1842. H e cam e 
to the U nited S tates in 1859 and w as 
graduated from St. M ary's college. 
H e 
w as ordained a p riest in 1865. 
For five 
years he served as m issionary and from 
1870 to 1891 he held p asto rates tn B al­ 
tim ore and W ashington, where he w as 
highly esteem ed, form ing In the latter 
city friendships w ith m en of prom i­ 
nence in national affairs, am ong them 
P resident M cKinley, who held the a rc h ­ 
bishop In high esteem . 
In 1891 A rch­ 
bishop Chapeile w as m ade bishop co­ 
ad ju tato r of S an ta Fe 
and 
becam e 
archbishop of th a t diocese In J 894. 
T hree years later, on the death of 
Ar< hblshop Janssens, he w as nam ed as 
archbishop of New O rleans. 
The year 
following, afte r the Spanish-A m erican 
war, he w as appointed by the pope as 
apostolic delegate to Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 
H e w ent to the 
Philippines and spent m uch tim e there 
In connection w ith the settlem ent of 
conditions grow ing out of the change 
of soveteignty In the islands. 
H e took 
up the cause of the friars and then his 
work w as m ost difficult, the results 
achieved receiving the approval of the 
vatican. 
D uring his slay in M anila he 
was throw n co n stan tly into contact 
S ecretary T aft, then the governor of 
the Islands, and th ey becam e w arm 
personal friends. W hen S ecretary T aft 
cam e through N ew O rleans earlier In 
the year on his w ay to Panam a, the 
archbishop attended th e banquet given 
to him and subsequently entertained 
the secretary a t 
form al function In 
the arehblshopal palace. 
T hree years ago A rchbishop Chapeile 
w as relieved of the responsibilities of 
his m ission to the Philippines, bu^ con­ 
tinued his Juridlction over C uba and 
Porto Rico. 
H e m ade frequent visits 
to both islands and w as co nstantly in 
touch w ith all the w ork of his v ast 
diocese. D uring his stay in New O rleans 
he has resided w ith his nieae, Miss Sou- 
lignaee. and they have"Y><Jbn inseparable 
com panions. 
T he archbishop w as a 
m an of high ability and exceptional in ­ 
tellectual atta in m en ts. 
H e w as fond 
of soclaj life and w as a constant en ­ 
tertain er, draw ing to his home here 
the m ost rep resen tativ e people in the 
social and in tellectual life of the city.
